The Work Week 


Despite the apparent advantages of the welfare 
state, which the so-called progressives are always 
bragging about; the 44-hour week, then the 40-hour 
week,, and according to Labor Leader Walter Reuther’s 
prediction that in ten years time we will be working 
just four days a week, or 32 hours, we cannot see that 
people as a whole would be any happier if they have 
to find some way of utilizing the leisure time. Take 
32 hours out of a seven-day week and you have 186 
hours in which to play, sleep or do anything you like. 
A lovely prospect, indeed and one which causes us to 
wonder if we could earn sufficient in 32 hours to 
provide for the pleasures or recreation of the time 
not normally ^pent in useful occupations. (Ask the 
farmers.) 

At present the railway employees (non-operating 
branch) such as clerks, and those employed on inside 
jobs, though working 40 hours weekly, arid having 
been granted increased wages a few years ago, are 
now being led by Frank Hall into another scrap with 
the companies for increased wages and fringe benefits, 
which it is reported will necessitate the companies 
spending another $90,000,000 a year. To meet this 
additional expense, freight rates will have to be in¬ 
creased, and so the ultimate consumer is forced to pay 
more to benefit only one section of the working force 
of the country. —Fort Macleod Gazette 

When Strikes Are Unlawful 

Strike and lockout are regarded as the ultimate 
sanctions in industrial disputes. Under the law, unions 
are free to impose their demands for more on manage¬ 
ment by withdrawing the services of the membership 
in strike action. Management, for its part, is free to 
lesist union demands by turning the key in the factory 
door and leaving the unionized employees to find other 
jobs or reduce their demands for “more” to reasonable 
proportions. 

Rail transport, however, is unique, in that while 
rail unions may resort to strike action, the railways 
under the law and for understandable reasons, may 
not resort to a lockout. The railways, as common 
carriers, are required by law to maintain operations 
at all times. They cannot turn the key in the railway 
station or freight shed door. 

It is, surely, a strange anomaly that the railways 
deprived by law of the ultimate sanction of thri lock¬ 
out in an industrial dispute, should nevertheless be 
compelled to negotiate with unions which still enjoy 
the right of employing the ultimate sanction of. strike 
action. 

Nobody, least of all the railways would wish to 
see management vested with the power of lockout in 
an essential industry such as rail transport. By the 
same token, the right to strike is an anachronism 
which has no place in the rail industry, described 
recently by Prime Minister St. Laurent as “essential 
to our very survival.” —Wet&SklWlh Times

Interest in Treeplanting Increases 

During 1956 over 50 farmers or¬ 
dered 54,229 trees through this of¬ 
fice, as compared to slightly more 
than 15,000 trees ordered the year 
previous. Trees ordered were main¬ 
ly green ash, earagana, Manitoba 
maple, -lodge pole pine, white 
spruce, willow,, poplar, Colorado 
blue spruce and a few ornamental 
types for hedges, and inclusion 
with the farm shelterbelt. 

It Is good to see this Interest, 
as it Indicates a change in attitude, 
which was so prevalent through¬ 
out Western Canada during the 
earlier years of settlement. Far¬ 
mers are now building, and plan¬ 
ing on a more permanent basis. 
Agriculture out af necessity must 
be a permanent industry, and as 
such requires some long term plan¬ 
ning not only of shelterbelts and 
homes, but of the farm business 
and actual farm operation as well. 

Free trees are available upon 
application. They should be applied 
for a year in advance of the plant¬ 
ing time in order to be sure of 
obtaining the kinds desired. Color¬ 
ado blue spruce are one of the 
best coniferous trees for planting 
in this area. At the present time 
the supply is rather limited which 
necessitates early application. Last 
fall, and this winter we have had 
a number of applications for Col¬ 
orado Blue Spruce for planting 
next spring, but could not accept 
the applications, as the supply of 
this particular tree for 1956 wus 
exhausted. Additional supplies will, 
be made avaiable for 1957 planting, 
however,, they should be ordered 
at an early date. 

All applicants who have ordered 
trees for planting next spring will 
be mailed a copy of the recently 
published leaflet enitled ‘A Guide 
to Successful Tree Planting.’ This 
leaflet is well worth reading by 
anyone who anticipates planting 
any number of trees, as it contains 
many helpful ideas about the sub¬ 
ject. 

Those having established shelter- 
belts and ornamentals may be in¬ 
terested in protecting them from 
raibbit damage. With our present 
snow cover and cold weather rab¬ 
bits may cause more damage than 
ordinarly. A satisfactory repellent 
may be prepared by using Black 
Leaf 40, Arason, Arason SF-X or 
Terason 75. Blacg Leaf 40 is the 
cheapest, and most readily avail¬ 
able. It may be prepared by adding 
1 gallon of asphalt water emulsion 
to 1% gallons of water. Add 1 
pound of household detergent and 
mix until smooth. Add 1 quart of 
Black Leaf 40 and mix thoroughly. 
One gallon of this* repellent will 
brush coat 100 trees 1 inch in 
diameter. If the material is to be 
sprayed on, it should be put 
through a fine screen first. A gear 
pump sprayer should not be used 


as the action of the gears breaks 
down the emulsion. t

Mulching Trees ■* 

On The Prairies 

Comparatively results of three 
years' investigations' at the Forest 
Nursery Station, Indian Head, 
Saak., indicated that proper mul¬ 
ching of trees may be a satisfac¬ 
tory method of establishing wind- 
l leaks, spaced 1 x 1 feet,, under 
certain prairie conditions. 

Data obtained luring the grow¬ 
ing seasons of 1949, 1950 and 1951 
indicated that mulching of trees 
grown since 1942 at the Station, 
In belts 4 k 4 feet, tended to in¬ 
crease the water content of twigs. 
This would increase their possibil¬ 
ity of escaping dmiigbt injury. The 
effect of mulches appeared to he 
more pronounced during seasons, 
with subnormal amount of precipi¬ 
tation. 

During the relatively dry periods 
ot each growing season a greater 
amount of available moisture, anil 
a lower temperature, were found 
in the surface soil of the root ar¬ 
eas of trees under, mulch as com¬ 
pared with Ihose-nol mulched. This 
would suggest that the increased 
water content of twigs taken from 
trees that were mulched, could to 
a considerable extent be due to the 
Insulating effect of mulch and its 
preventive influence from excess¬ 
ive losses 7if moisture by evapora¬ 
tion. The possibility is not ( over¬ 
looked that mulches may also 
moderate excessive absorption Of 
water oy root systems because of 
possible poorer aeration of soil. 
Results of these investigations 
have also indicated that the effects

FARM ADVERTISING 

I have been reading the adver¬ 
tisements lately, because there are 
many lessons to be learned from 
them. They give a reliabl picture 
of our living standard, they tell 
of our inventiveness, and a regular 
study of them gives a man a know¬ 
ledge of current values. It seems 
to me that in high school, ait the 
very latest, young men and women 
should begin to read the ads. Then 
they would not be such Babes in 
the Woods when they are ready 
to set up their own homes or step 
into commerce. There is some good 
advertising being done today, and 
some that is quite poor. 

The poorest advertising, in my 
opinion, is that which is aimed at 
the farmer these days. So much 
of It seems to be written by city 
men who don’t know farm langu¬ 
age. Radio station announcers too, 
often havq strange notions of how 
farmers talk. 

' There is a farm language. But it 
is not Hillbilly stuff such as, 
“Howdy folks ... I reckon- you'll 
want to snap up the bargains I’m 
a - g o nna 7e)i you about . . .“ In my 
opinion, that kind of an advertiser 
is a-gonna waste his money! And 
that announcer is a-gonna get a 
punch in the noes some day from 
some irate farmer tired of being 
talked at as If he had just stepped 
out of the Ozarks. 

Good farmers, like good mehan- 
Ics or businessmen, do have a lan¬ 
guage, a vocabulary that suits the 
farming business. To see the far¬ 
mer’s point of view, advertising 
writers ought to visit farms and 
talk with farmers. ' They would 
soon get better results from their 
advertising. 

Not long ago a big Canadian 
corporation ran a campaign in all 
the weekly newspapers In the 
country about a new kind of trac¬ 
tor fuel. I will bet dollars to pea¬ 
nuts that the campaign brought 
wonderful results. The ads talked 
the farm language, straighforward- 
ly, business-like. There was no 
corny mention of Ma and Pa or the 
Folks out there ... The farmers 
were addressed as businessmen, 
which they are. The advertisements 
dealt with farm facts, proved that 
more profit could be made on the 
farm by using this particular pro¬ 
duct. 

Our competitive enterprise ec¬ 
onomy works best when production 
and consumption are high. Good 
advertising plays a big part in the 
latter. It hurts to see It misused. 
All advertisers who aim at the 
farm market would do well to re¬ 
member thait the farmer ain’t a 
hillbilly—he’« a businessman.

Throughout Western Canada, in 
both the dry and irrigated areas 
there are many low spots which 
are subject to spring flooding for 
periods ranging from 3 to 10 
weeks. In too mnny - eases, these 
areas are of little or no value. As 
farm land they are unsuitable, as 
they seldom dry up in time for 
seeding with the rest of the farm. 
When left as hay land they grow 
up to plants that lack in food valu" 
and palptability. Properly handled, 
many of these areas can be seeded 
to grass that will provide, a perma¬ 
nent hay fTeld. This is one time of 
the year that these law- spots ean 
be seeded successfully. 

Grasses differ greatly in their a- 
bility to-'withstand flooding. In 
tests conducted at Lethbridge a 
number of these grasses have sur¬ 
vived two months of flooding with¬ 
out injury. These are as follows: 
Reed canary grass, redtop Timo¬ 
thy, Alta fesuce, and the tall 
wheatgrass. Of these, Reed canary 
grass is one of the most suitable 
as it produces an abundance of 
leafy growth that makes a fait 
quality hay. It also has some tol¬ 
erance for alkali. In drier years 
it makes a fair type of pasture, 
.day particularly if it is kept grazed 
down. , > 

Brome and creeping red fescue 
will not survive excessive flooding, 
but will maintain fair growth for 
periods ranging from 4 to 6 weeks. 
Orchard grass does not thrive tn- 
der wet conditions and will not 
-maintain good growth for more 
than 2 weeks under flooding. It is 
much like alfalfa in this respect. 
Because of this inability of orchard 
grass to survive flooding, good 
drainage on irrigated pastures 
containing- this grass is essential. 

At this time of the year low ly¬ 
ing areas are dry. Seed canary 
grass can be drilled directly into 
these areas now and the seed will 
not germinate .until next year 
when these spots are drying up. 
Eight pounds of seed per acre will 
provide a solid stand for either hay 
or pasture. It can be readily seed¬ 
ed with a grain drill the seed being
